Wh#th#r railway traffic daclincc or 
incrtMM, whether rates are reduced* 
or advanced, whether sendee deterio¬ 
rates or is improved, there is one 
lhin* that always Increases and that 
is railway taxes. 

Taxes were $8,400,000 freater in the 
year 1924 than in 1928. and in the first 
five months of 1926 they were 
$6,666,000 greater than in the 
first five months of 1924. The 
increase was from slightly | 
over $183,000,000 in the first 
five months of 1924 to more 
than $139,600,000 in the first 
five months of 1926. This 
was an advance of 6 per cent, and if 
it continues at this ratt throughout 
the year the total taxes of the rail¬ 
ways will exceed $361,000,000, which 
will make them almost double what 
they were in 1917, and much more 
than double what they were in 1916. 

The increase is going on throughout 
the country. In the West, where the 
net return the railways have been

earning haa been to inadequate that 
they have finally asked for an advance 
In ratee, taxes were $1,100,000 greater 
in 1924 than In ISM In the first 
fire months of this year were almost 
$ 1 , 000,000 more than In the eorre- 
sponding months of last year. The 
Increases are entirely due to the pol¬ 
icy of state and local authori¬ 
ties who are supposed to be 
directly under the control of 
state and local people. The 
Western roads alone will this 
year pay at least $81,000,000 
more taxes than they did ten 
years ago, an amount equal 
teas per cent advance In their 
freight rates. 

Officials who are foremost In caus¬ 
ing these Increases In taxes usually 
are also always at the front opposing 
the charging of the rates necessary 
to enable the railways to pay them.

Rev. W T Hogeett, e mare 
hoy of seventy nine yeara cornea for 
ward with the statement that ha waa 
told by hla grandmother, the late 
Mr* Belay McLaughlin of Hunters¬ 
ville. that the first Sunday School In 
all thla region waa conducted by Mrs 
Elizabeth Warwick, wlfa of Major 
Warwick, at a cabin on the Frlel 
place. This house waa some where 
between the present residence of A 
N. Barlow and Giles Sharp, on the 
road between • Kdray and Clover lick 
Mrs. McLaughlin waa a daughter of 
William Sharp; her husband wan 
"Little" Hugh McLaughlin, of Hun 
tersvllld She died In 1893 at Hie 
advanced age of nearly one hundred 
yeara. Mr. Hogaett distinctly ra 
members tils grandmother telling him 
that aa a child she had attended Sun¬ 
day School In the cabin on the Frlel 
place conducted hy Mrs Warwick 
Mre.'WarwIck on Sunday mornings 
would ride horseback four miles Horn 
her home at Cloverllck. Behind her 
•lie would have a colored slave boy to 
care for her horse. The Bible would 
be taught and the Shorter Cate 
cl-lam, and Mrs \V trwlck would give 
talks on the Blhle and the pr< per 
way to live. I>Twn to old age Mr*. 
McLaughlin remembered the ihlng.s 
she had been taught at this first Sun¬ 
day School. Mra. Warwick died at 
Cloverllck In the year 1823 at the age 
of 85 yeara. Otb«fr Sunday Schools 
were-conducted In the early days at 
Indian Draft, Marlins Bottom, 
Iiyisboro and Huntsrsvllla. but the 
first Sunday Scliool waa no doubt the 
one conducted by Mra. Warwick at 
the Frlel cabin. Dr. William T 
Price In hla history ao atatea. He 
says the school was attended by child 
ren from the homes of Joelsh Brown, 
John Sharp, William Sharp, and 
Jeremiah Frlel and other*. Dr. 
Prloe states the sexslons were five 
hours long—from nine o'clock to two 
—with no Intermission. The late 
Rev. James E. Moore once belonged 
to this Sunday School, and received 
there hie earliest religious Instruct¬ 
ion. The late Rev. Lorenzo Waugh 
■ays In hi, book, that he was taught 
to read and write by Betsy Warwick, 
a daughter of Mrs. Ellzsbeth War 
wick. v
